What he gleans may be Judged from 
a statement set forth on a bill which 
used to be displayed In the window of 
a house at Clapton. The occupier of 
the dwelling, with a view to showing 
smokers how much tobacco they 
waste, set himself the task of picking 
up all the cigar-ends he could find in 
seven years between Clapton and the 
London Docks, where he worked.
